ABYS“INIA AND EGYPT. 

Tho subjoined is from a corréspondout in 
Egypt; dated Aloxandria, February 16 — 
“There is a strong- inppression’ -here, 
which. I find to Le shared in official circles, 
that the Viceroy is in-a. great: measure 
prompted by the French in his Abyssinian 
Project, Tiitee days ago we were startled 
yy a telegram from Kéuter’a office, dated 
Senaté; February 2, and ending with ‘the 
Egyptian troops are. pushing ou without 
sauction,’.. I thonght, if true, this could 
not be the Viceroy’s doing:orly. . There 
are other indications of the quarter from 
which. the wind’ is blowing besides pro- 
neness to -originate reports adverve: to us. 
There is still an impénetrable secrecy con- 
‘nected -with the, questiot-of a-new loan, 
ALI can learn is that Nubar. Pasha lias 
sent an‘agent from Paris, who has cunclud- 
ed absolutely. or conditionally—I think 
more probably the latter—terms with his 
Highness for a loau of 25,000,000 sterling, 
and that the Emperor has lent his influence 
to the transaction. De Lesseps’ name is 
also associated with. it, from ‘which I infer 
that a good slice of whatever sum has been 
agreed upon will bo for: the canal. We 
know that there was a question of De Les- 
cops asking the Emperor to write an aute- 
graph letter'to the Vicerny to induce him 
to pay at once the 30,000,000 francs, 
payable: according to the award only in 
1869. Jf the loan is large the beneficial 
interest of -the Canal’ Company will not 
be limited to so small a favour as was. first 
roposed. What was current among the 
Lurks two days ago was-that the loan had 
been concluded through the instrumentality
